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THE  BRITANNIA  REVERSE.

VI.  Modern  Britannias. 

A  spirit  of  realism  had  found  expression  on  the  silver  and  gold  of  1887  with  a 
Jubilee  portrait  which  was  not  retained  permanently  but  which  made  no  attempt  to 
conceal  or  soften  the  results  of  time  on  the  old  Queen’s  face.  L.  C.  Wyon  had  died 
in  1891.  George  de  Saulles  became  Chief  Engraver  two  years  later  and  engraved 
another  true-to-life  portrait  which  found  its  way  on  to  the  coppers  in  1895.  It 
was  decided  to  follow  the  precedent  of  the  higher  values  and  couple  the  new  obverse 
portrait  with  a  new  reverse;  this  meant,  of  course,  a  new  Britannia.  This  Britannia 
is  based  on  William  Wyon’s  1821-26  farthing  reverse  type  but  without  the  lion  and 
the  spray  which  tended  to  overcrowd  the  design.  There  also  seems  to  be  much 
improvement  in  the  proportioning  of  the  head  and  limbs  although  the  right  arm  is 
still  too  big  for  the  left.  The  drapery,  helmet  and  trident  have  all  been  changed. 
Although  an  1894  pattern  penny  showed  a  sailing  ship  to  the  right  of  Britannia, 
both  the  lighthouse  and  the  ship  of  the  1860-94  coinage  were  omitted  on  the  reverses 
of  the  “  Old  Head  ”  coppers.  They  were  probably  banished  in  the  cause  of  art 
but  it  was  not  a  popular  move.  The  sea  behind  Britannia  is  now  almost  imper¬ 
ceptible  and  the  waves  beneath  her  feet  are  only  symbols  of  waves.  She  has  a  nice 
delicate  facial  expression  but  the  lyrical  touch  of  both  the  Wyons,  which  the  several 
alterations  of  the  seventies  and  eighties  could  not  wholly  destroy,  has  completely 
vanished  and  de  Saulles’  Britannia  is  as  different  from  them  as  prose  is  from  poetry. 
De  Saulles  was  not  so  good  at  modelling  Britannia’s  figure  as  were  the  Wyons.  In 
addition  to  the  over-large  right  arm,  the  trunk  seems  rather  flat  because  the  too 
fussy  drapery  confuses  the  form  instead  of  accentuating  it.  Nevertheless  with  only 
small  modifications  de  Saulles’  Britannia  was  used  until  George  V’s  death,  giving 
her  a  longer  life  than  L.  C.  Wyon’s  and  with  all  its  faults  it  must  be  admitted  that 
his  design  has  an  attractiveness  all  of  its  own. 

In  1895,  presumably  in  the  cause  of  artistic  balance,  the  word  penny  was  moved 
slightly  nearer  to  the  trident  and  remained  there  permanently.  There  was  found  to 
be  no  need  to  alter  any  details  of  the  lower  values  and  as  the  years  went  by,  it  was  the 
penny  reverse  which  saw  most  modification  as  it  had  done  in  the  days  of  L.  C.  Wyon. 
In  1902  it  was  decided  to  raise  the  horizon  of  the  sea  slightly.  The  “  Low  tide  ” 
types  of  1902  are  seldom  found  in  circulation  nowadays  but  are  nothing  like  as  rare 
as  the  early  type  of  1895  penny.  Successive  changes  in  the  details  of  Britannia 
were  so  slight  that  they  seem  scarcely  worthy  of  mention;  changes  in  her  helmet,  the 
recutting  of  the  distant  sea,  readjustments  to  the  drapery  and  shield,  the  addition 
of  more  ripples  at  her  feet;  but  the  sum  of  all  these  added  up  until  by  1927  it  was 
possible  to  see  that  a  complete  change  had  come  about.  De  Saulles’  original 
Britannia  reverse,  which  presented  a  realistic  figure,  executed  broadly  and  simply  to 
convey  a  “  soft  ”  general  impression,  had  been  so  reworked,  the  faint  suggestive 
lines  so  sharply  emphasized  and  each  detail  accentuated  so  much  that  by  the  time 
of  the  1927-36  coinage  it  could  no  longer  claim  to  be  naturalistic.  Besides  this, 
the  1927-36  coppers  were  more  consistently  well  struck,  giving  them  a  greater 
uniformity  so  that  the  sharp  details  were  always  shown  up  to  their  maximum  effect. 
Britannia  had  become  a  rather  cumbersome  and  highly  formalized  symbol.  The 
details  of  drapery,  which  had  not  been  handled  expertly  enough  by  de  Saulles  to  give 
Britannia  a  truly  solid  form,  were  by  now  heavy  with  over-emphasis  and  the  relief 
looked  flatter  than  ever.  In  spite  of  all  this,  a  “  Thanks  to  Britannia,  1940  ” 
postage  stamp  of  Luxembourg  features  this  Britannia,  or  a  near  copy,  for  its  design 
which  was  after  all  a  fine  tribute  to  de  Saulles’  work. 
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De  Saulles’  real  tour  de  force  however  was  the  reverse  design  of  the  Edward  VII 
tlorin.  It  was  decided  to  make  a  complete  break  with  traditions  of  the  past  on  this 
coin,  perhaps  because,  being  the  most  recent  addition  to  the  British  coinage  (florins 
had  only  been  in  use  for  fifty  years)  there  was  no  sacrifice  of  a  long  standing  tradi¬ 
tional  reverse  design.  Consequently  a  standing  Britannia  appeared  on  the  coin  in 
a  completely  natural  and  unstylised  pose.  This  reverse  deserves  greater  popularity 
because  it  typifies  the  spirit  of  Edwardian  Britain  every  bit  as  much  as  the  “  Gothic  ” 
florin  reflected  the  mid-Victorian  scene.  When  we  look  further  into  the  matter 
we  find  that  subsequent  criticisms  of  the  coin  and  of  other  Edwardian  objets  d'art 
have  been  unkind  largely  because  they  were  made  by  post-Great  War  generations 
who  reacted  violently  against  the  imperialist  idealism  of  that  time.  They  were  so 
against  the  sentiment  which  this  reverse  exuded  that  they  overlooked  the  artistry 
altogether.  Not  even  they  could  say  that  de  Saulles  was  unoriginal  however: 
Britannia  stands  majestically,  modelled  directly  from  the  life,  trident  and  shield  in 
hand,  gazing  proudly  outwards.  Her  supreme  confidence  is  not  allowed  to  become 
haughty  as  it  was  in  the  eighteenth  century.  She  seems  serious  and  conscientious 
with  a  sense  of  mission  as  /vlistress  of  the  Empire,  a  small  visual  counterpart  of 
“  Land  of  Hope  and  Glory.”  Her  opulent  mantle  floats  nobly  in  the  sea  breeze 
like  a  Union  Jack.  This  billowing  drapery  is  very  important  to  the  narrow  vertical 
design  which  without  its  presence  would  have  been  uncomfortably  empty.  De 
Saulles  also  breaks  up  the  longitudinal  monotony  of  the  design  by  the  sea’s  horizon : 
this  seems  rather  out  of  true  with  the  rest  of  the  design.  Was  this  done  to  keep  the 
perspective  absolutely  accurate?  To  further  fill  in  the  empty  field  on  either  side 
of  Britannia’s  lofty  figure,  the  value  of  the  coin  is  twice  stated:  one  florin  and 
two  shillings,  the  words  bordered  on  the  inside  by  a  plain  line  parallel  to  the  curve 
of  the  coin,  broken  at  the  top  by  the  trident  and  helmet  of  Britannia:  below,  they 
end  where  they  come  into  contact  with  the  curious  vessel  on  which  Britannia  stands. 
This  is  reminiscent  of  late  Roman  reverses,  where  personages  are  often  shown 
standing  on  tiny  galleys  and  illustrates  the  tendency  of  the  period  to  borrow  some¬ 
times  sensibly,  sometimes  ill-advisedly  from  the  past,1  a  custom  which  has  recently 
been  revived.2  A  new  tradition  was  not  established  with  de  Saulles’  Britannia 
florin  (although  the  standing  Britannia  of  the  well  known  British  trade  dollar  became 
a  close  artistic  parallel)  and  with  the  accession  of  George  V  the  reverse  of  the  florin 
again  became  heraldic. 

One  aristocrat  of  Britannia  types  remains  to  be  described  before  we  turn  our 
attention  to  the  present  day  version;  before  C.  Peck’s  copiously  illustrated  book  was 
published,  few  of  us  could  have  had  any  idea  what  this  piece  looked  like.  It  is 
the  almost  legendary  1933  penny  produced  at  the  Royal  Mint  by  the  French  artist 
Andre  Lavrillier  more  as  a  curiosity  than  for  practical  purposes.  The  reverse  is 
obviously  copied  from  the  modified  de  Saulles’  design  on  the  current  pennies  but 
the  “  hardness  ”  seems  to  have  been  avoided.  The  trident  is  thicker,  Britannia 
seems  a  little  dumpy,  the  sea  is  engraved  with  continuous  wavy  lines  and  the  horizon 
is  low.  In  general  it  is  executed  with  more  polish  and  conscious  artistry  than  the 
currency  type. 

A  whole  new  set  of  patterns  was  now  produced  for  Edward  VIII’s  proposed 
coinage  dated  1937.  Although  these  types  never  became  currency  owing  to  the 
King’s  early  abdication,  the  new  Britannia  design  was  brought  forward  on  to  the 
currency  of  the  next  reign.  In  fact  this  only  applied  to  the  pennies  as  Britannia  had 
been  pushed  off  the  halfpenny  to  make  room  for  Drake’s  famous  ship,  the  “  Golden 
Hind  ”  and  also  from  the  farthing,  on  which  surprisingly  appeared  the  tiny  English 
wren.  Incidentally  these  two  innovations  made  the  halfpenny  and  farthing  reverses 
artistically  comparable  to  the  best  modern  coins  of  the  World.  Britannia  was  also 
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given  a  further  snub  when  a  severely  formalized  thrift  plant  was  chosen  for  the  reverse 
design  of  the  new  nickel-brass  threepenny  bits  of  1937.  Only  the  penny  was  allowed 
to  retain  her  image. 

The  lettering  of  this  new  penny  reverse  was  of  a  spare,  more  severely  modernist 
type  but  to  make  a  modernistic  design  of  Britannia  proved  beyond  anybody’s  powers. 
Instead  she  seems  based  on  both  the  de  Saulles  and  L.  C.  Wyon  types.  For  this 
reason  I  think  it  is  not  unfair  to  say  that  this  reverse  is  the  “  odd  man  out  ”  of  the 
George  VI  “  five  shillings  to  a  farthing  ”  set.  The  helmet  has  been  modified.  A 
plainer  trident  is  held  in  a  more  relaxed  way  for  de  Saulles’  Britannia  had  grasped  it 
in  a  clenched  fist.  The  left  arm  is  bent  at  a  sharper  angle  and  is  now  engraved  with 
an  equal  sharpness  and  relief  to  the  rest  of  the  design.  The  same  is  true  of  the  left 
leg.  The  arms  are  well  modelled  but  too  big  for  her  body  and  the  drapery,  which 
is  newly  engraved,  is  not  convincing.  It  hangs  thin  and  dejected  on  her  flat  for¬ 
malized  frame,  destroying  the  modelling  of  her  body  rather  than  bringing  out  its 

)  beauty.  The  outline  of  her  left  shin  is  alarmingly  concave.  There  is  hardly  a  hint 
of  the  structure  of  the  legs  beneath  the  drapery  and  they  seem  awkwardly  if  not 
impossibly  situated  in  relation  to  the  upper  half  of  her  body.  The  crude  symbols 
of  waves  are  retained  but  in  a  more  ornate  form  and  face  the  other  way.  Perhaps 
the  best  thing  about  this  design  is  the  restoration  of  the  lighthouse  on  the  left  of 
Britannia.  Ever  since  de  Saulles’  rejection  of  the  lighthouse  and  ship  in  1895  there 
had  been  continual  popular  demand  for  their  return.  The  reversion  to  a  more 
circular  shield  is  an  echo  of  L.  C.  Wyon’s  design. 

Britannia  continued  her  life  on  the  penny  throughout  most  of  the  reign  of  George 
VI  but  in  1949  there  was  found  to  be  a  glut  of  these  coins.  For  this  reason  their 
production  was  suspended  excepting  for  proofs,  the  scanty  issues  of  1950  and  ’51 
and  the  1953  pennies  of  the  new  Queen  which  were  only  sold  with  the  complete 
sets  in  plastic  packets.  This  meant  that  for  several  years  Britannia  was  not  repre¬ 
sented  at  all  on  any  British  coin.  In  1961,  the  glut  was  considered  sufficiently 
digested  to  allow  a  further  striking,  the  first  to  be  properly  circulated  of  the  present 
Queen  and  more  followed  in  1962  and  3.  Like  the  obverse  the  Britannia  design  is  now 
surrounded  by  a  border  of  beads  instead  of  teeth,  recalling  L.  C.  Wyon’s  first  1860 
type  which  was  discarded  in  the  same  year.  Although  Britannia  is  nearly  identical 
to  the  George  VI  type,  comparison  of  one  of  the  new  coins  with  a  1937  penny  in  a 
good  state  of  preservation  will  show  that  the  relief  of  the  new  Britannia  seems 
shallower  or  the  design  not  so  deeply  struck.  Nevertheless  it  is  pleasing  to  see  the 
familiar  reverse  circulating  again  in  its  shiny  newness. 

)  Although  Britannia  now  plays  a  diminished  role  on  the  coinage  it  is  unlikely  that 
she  will  ever  cease  to  be  a  popular  figure  on  commemorative  medals.  The  nine¬ 
teenth  century  with  its  greatly  increased  technical  knowledge  produced  a  flood  of 
medals  of  every  type,  some  of  which,  particularly  those  of  the  Wyons,  are  master¬ 
pieces  of  calculated  perfection,  the  like  of  which  will  probably  never  be  seen  again. 
By  the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century,  on  war  medal  and  commemorative,  Britannia 
seemed  to  have  been  tried  in  nearly  every  seated  pose.  She  mourned  the  death  of 
Prince  Albert  and  such  national  heroes  as  the  Duke  of  Wellington.  Even  in  our 
own  century  she  has  graced  some  interesting  and  beautiful  medals.3  E.  Gillick 
placed  her  on  the  General  Strike  Medal  in  1926 :  medals  were  struck  for  the  proposed 
Coronation  of  Edward  VIII  which  showed  Britannia  in  front  of  Westminster  and 
Seaby’s  Bulletin  of  January,  1951,  describes  a  Coronation  medal  of  George  VI, 
showing  a  seated  Britannia  holding  the  crown  on  which  a  dove  rests,  as  “  a  fine 
example  of  modern  medallic  art.” 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  Britannia  is  still  with  us  on  all  our  bank  notes. 
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Her  satisfying  portrait  on  the  old  pound  and  ten  shilling  notes,  which  have  recently 
been  called  in,  recalls  the  seated  facing  Britannia  pose  on  the  stamps  of  Trinidad 
(1847-1913)  and  later  of  Trinidad  and  Tobago  which  provides  some  of  the  most 
beautiful  examples  of  early  philatelic  art.  On  the  new  notes  a  rather  nondescript 
Britannia  sits  with  a  spear  and  shield  on  one  side  and  what  are  often  (and  under¬ 
standably)  taken  for  eggs  but  which  are  really  cascading  coins.  The  latest  Britannia 
is  to  be  seen  on  the  new  £5  notes  and  suffers  from  anaemia. 

It  is  impossible  to  ignore  the  fact  that  Britannia’s  popularity  has  declined  during 
this  century.  We  have  noted  how  she  has  been  replaced  as  a  reverse  type,  on  all  but 
one  of  our  coins  and  this  design  is  not  really  equal  in  merit  to  those  of  past  engravers. 
Why  is  this  ? 

Britannia  has  always  existed  as  a  symbol  of  patriotic  pride.  After  a  climax  of 
nationalist  feeling  had  been  reached  in  the  closing  years  of  Queen  Victoria’s  reign, 
there  was  a  gradual  reaction  amongst  some  intellectuals  against  such  sentiment. 
The  disillusionment  and  sense  of  futility  which  the  Great  War  created  and  the 
depressed  times  of  the  twenties  and  thirties  probably  accelerated  its  decline,  so  that 
Kipling  who  had  been  disturbed  by  the  extremes  to  which  imperialist  jubilation  had 
risen  at  the  close  of  the  Boer  War,  was  years  later  moved  to  lament  the  disappearance 
of  all  evidence  of  national  pride.  Britannia  therefore  became  an  empty7  symbol 
merely  filling  a  space  on  the  back  of  a  coin:  she  declined  in  popularity  as  Great 
Britain  declined  in  power.  It  must  also  be  remembered  that,  even  in  the  nineteenth 
century,  a  more  sophisticated  public  had  been  emerging.  The  veneration  for 
Ancient  Greece  and  Rome  which  dominated  so  much  of  European  thought  for  so 
long  was  finally  weakening  under  the  onslaught  of  Science:  readers  of  Darwin  and 
Freud  were  unlikely  to  be  moved  by  classical  images  in  exactly  the  same  way  as  their 
ancestors  were.  Classical  personifications,  such  as  Pan,  Jupiter  and  Venus  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  represented  in  all  fields  of  pictorial  art  but  they  were  only  anaemic 
shadows  of  their  earlier  selves,  the  only  reasons  for  their  continuation  being  the 
nostalgic  escapism  they  carried  with  them  and  the  fact  that  they  always  had  been 
represented  in  the  past.  With  them,  Britannia,  being  a  classical  image,  also  became 
an  anachronism. 

VII.  Conclusion. 

Now  that  we  have  come  down  to  the  present  day  with  our  Britannia  reverse, 
we  can  afford  to  be  a  little  retrospective.  At  one  time  or  another  we  have  had 
Britannias  which  were  fat,  thin,  beautiful,  ugly,  realistic  and  idealized,  clumsy  and 
graceful,  frivolous  and  sober,  romantic  and  coolly  classical,  French,  Swiss,  German 
and  Flemish  conceptions  as  well  as  British ;  executed  in  line  or  in  mass,  on  copper,  tin 
and  silver,  even  on  gold,  with  photographic  realism  or  in  impudent  caricature.  If  there 
is  one  thing  above  all  others  that  we  can  learn  from  this  long  and  varied  series,  it  is 
the  futility  of  trying  to  resurrect  the  style  of  the  Ancient  World.  Every  generation 
since  the  Renaissance,  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  most  recent  ones,  seem  to 
have  attempted  to  do  this  in  greater  or  less  degree,  and  the  secret  has  eluded  all 
of  them.  It  was  as  impossible  for  them  to  submerge  their  personalities  in  the 
Antique  Style  as  it  was  to  put  the  clock  back  two  thousand  years  and  live  as  Ancients 
in  the  Ancient  World.  Art  represents  a  state  of  mind,  not  mere  sleight  of  hand 
and  accumulated  knowledge  and  the  words  of  Alfredo  Panzini  are  especially  relevant : 

“Art  follows  life  as  the  shadow  follows  the  body.  Art  points  to  the  meridian 
and  measures  the  passing  hour.” 

Nevertheless  this  will  not  prevent  the  Classical  style  from  continuing  to  be  the 
greatest  single  inspiration  to  all  art  in  which  figures  are  represented.  It  has  such 
authority  and  its  poses  are  so  calculated  to  the  zenith  of  perfection,  that  in  the  long 
run  they  must  remain  our  standard  whether  we  like  it  or  not. 
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What  of  the  future  of  Britannia  ?  There  has  been  much  talk  lately  of  a  reorgani¬ 
sation  of  the  coinage  on  decimal  lines.  Will  the  Britannia  reverse  survive  this  if  it 
ever  happens  and  will  it  still  be  the  old-fashioned  reverse  that  we  now  keep  for 
sentimental  reasons  ?  There  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  a  new  and  satisfactory 
Britannia  should  not  once  more  be  evolved  if  the  overworked  themes  of  de  Saulles 
and  the  Wyons  are  once  forgotten.  On  the  other  hand  I  believe  the  old  Roman 
prototypes  still  have  inspiration  to  offer  a  creative  mind.  Perhaps  the  1937  Britannia 
was  not  all  it  might  have  been  because  it  was  conceived  neither  in  terms  of  line  or 
form  but  a  bit  of  both,  trying  to  be  modern  and  traditional,  naturalistic  and 
formalized  all  at  the  same  time.  A  purely  linear  Britannia  could  prove  an  interesting 
variation  on  the  old  theme  if  executed  by  the  right  artist.  A  convincingly  lifelike 
figure  would  be  a  refreshing  change  amongst  the  tediously  symmetrical  reverse 
designs  of  the  rest  of  our  modern  coinage.  It  would  be  dishonest  for  anyone  to 
depict  her  as  Mistress  of  the  Seas  or  in  the  attitude  of  her  old  majestic  splendour 
)  but  in  her  original  status  as  the  personification  of  Britain,  a  lovable  and  colourful 
figure  with  her  Union  Jack  shield  by  her  side,  she  would  be  a  welcome  heiress  to 
the  traditions  of  the  last  three  hundred  years.

WAR  MEDALS  NOTES  AND  NEWS. 

Hauptmann  Peter  Heine  and  the  League  of  Mercy.  A  few  months  ago  a  few  members 
of  the  “  Orders  &  Medals  Research  Society  ”  collaborated  in  a  successful  little  investigation, 
the  story  of  which  may  be  of  interest  to  other  collectors  and  which  will  certainly  show  that 
the  word  “  Research  ”  in  the  Society’s  title  is  no  misnomer. 

A  group  of  German  medals  was  sold  about  a  year  ago  to  a  member  by  our  good  friend, 
Mr.  Hine:  they  were  mounted  in  the  usual  pre-1914  German  “  Royal  ”  style  and  comprised 
the  following: — 

1.  Saxon  Military  Service  Medal  of  St.  Henry 

2.  Officer’s  Landwehr  Decoration  (Class  1) 

3.  War  Medal  of  1870,  with  bars — “  Gravelotte-St.  Privat  ”  “  Beaumont  ”  “  Sedan  ” 
and  “  Paris  ” 

4.  Kaiser  Wilhelm  Centenary  Medal  1897 

5.  Knight  of  the  Order  of  Saxe-Ernestine 

6.  Order  of  the  League  of  Mercy. 

As  is  usual  with  such  foreign  groups  none  of  the  pieces  were  named  and  there  was  no 
other  information  available  whereby  the  recipient  could  be  traced.  The  last  decoration  in 
the  group  seemed  almost  an  anachronism  and  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  fact  that  all  the  decora¬ 
tions  had  obviously  been  mounted  at  the  same  time,  its  very  presence  seemed  to  throw  doubt 
on  the  whole  group.  However  at  the  same  time  it  was  felt  that  possibly  this  Badge  of  the 
League  of  Mercy  could  be  a  clue — however  slender — to  finding  the  identity  of  the  recipient, 
if  a  roll  of  the  League  could  be  consulted. 

The  first  task  was  to  find  the  whereabouts  of  the  League  of  Mercy  and  this  proved  to  be  the 
greatest  obstacle.  Despite  innumerable  enquiries  to  various  official  sources,  nothing  definite 
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turned  up;  on  a  number  of  occasions  the  enquirer  was  referred  triumphantly  to  the  entry  in 
Dorling’s  “  Ribbon  &  Medals,”  where,  of  course,  we  had  started  in  the  first  place.  Even 
the  makers  of  the  Badge,  whose  address  appears  in  the  inside  of  the  cases,  denied  all  knowledge 
of  it  and  the  Central  Chancery  of  the  Orders  of  Knighthood  could  give  us  no  help. 

Information  at  last  came  from  an  unexpected  source:  it  appears  that  the  League  was 
wound  up  in  1947  when  the  National  Health  Service  Act  was  passed  and  the  need  for  the 
League  ceased  to  exist. 

The  League  was  founded  in  1899  by  the  Prince  of  Wales  (later  King  Edward  VII)  as  a 
kind  of  subsidiary  to  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital  Fund  for  London.  Its  object  was  to  raise 
money,  chiefly  by  small  contributions,  for  hospitals,  at  a  time  when  there  was  no  Health 
Insurance,  Hospital  Savings  Association  or  Contributory  Schemes.  It  was  also  ascertained 
that  after  its  winding-up,  all  the  relevant  documents  and  papers  were  lodged  in  the  Public 
Record  Office.  Permission  was  at  once  obtained  for  the  Roll  of  recipients  to  be  consulted 
(the  P.R.O.  reference  number  being  MH.ll). 

The  Roll  which  consists  of  a  handsome  leather-bound  volume  was  rather  a  disappointment, 
as  it  only  contains  the  signatures  of  the  recipients  of  the  Badge,  most  of  which  are  difficult  and 
many  impossible  to  decipher;  the  date  and  place  of  award  are  given  and  also  the  recipient’s 
position  in  the  Order  and  the  district  of  London,  in  which  he  resided  or  for  which  he  was 
responsible  for  raising  the  funds.  The  signatures  are  in  fact  an  acknowledgement  of  receipt 
of  the  Badge;  the  fly-leaf  of  the  Roll  contains  the  following  declaration: — 

“  The  League  of  Mercy: 

The  Roll  of  the  Order. 

The  persons  whose  names  were  appended  to  the  undertaking  were  invested  with  the 
insignia  of  the  Order  of  Mercy  by  the  Grand  President  and  Lady  Grand  President 
on  the  date  underwritten 

27  July  1900.  (signed)  KnoJlys,  Registrar  ” 

“  I,  the  undersigned,  to  whom  HRH  The  Grand  President  has  been  graciously  pleased 
to  award  the  Order  of  Mercy,  hereby  undertake  to  deliver  the  Order  up  to  one  of  the 
Honorary  Secretaries  upon  ceasing  to  be  connected  with  the  League,  unless  His  Royal 
Highness  should  be  pleased  to  grant  me  permission  to  wear  the  Order  during  lifetime.” 

On  succeeding  pages  follow  the  signatures,  most  of  which  appear  to  be  feminine,  under  the 
heading  of  the  date  and  place  of  award,  either  Marlborough  House  or  St.  James  Palace. 

The  signatures  in  the  Roll  were  carefully  scrutinised  in  the  hope  of  discovering  a  German 
name.  Two  were  extracted,  the  most  likely  entry  being: — 

“  Marlborough  House,  7th.  July,  1909.  Peter  Heine,  Captain,  Member.  Westminster.” 

A  member  who  had  contacts  in  Germany  was  promptly  written  to  and  asked  if  any  Officer 
of  that  name  could  be  found  in  a  pre-1914  German  Army  List:  the  result  of  this  enquiry  was 
more  than  we  had  dared  to  hope.  In  the  Saxon  Army  List  of  1908,  not  only  did  it  confirm 
that  Peter  Heine,  Retired  Captain  in  the  Landwehr,  was  living  in  London  but  it  also  listed 
four  decorations  to  which  he  was  entitled.  Three  of  these  are  the  same  as  those  mentioned 
above,  viz.  Nos.  1,  2,  and  5,  with  the  addition  of  the  3rd  Class  of  the  Turkish  Order  of  the 
Medjedie.  The  Army  List  also  stated  that  his  last  place  of  duty  was  Landwehr  District  No.  2 
Leipzig  and  that  he  retired  from  the  Army  on  the  22nd  June,  1890.  He  became  automatically 
entitled  to  the  1897  Centenary  Medal  as  a  veteran  of  the  Fran  co-Prussian  War. 

We  had  now  proved  beyond  doubt  the  identity  of  the  recipient  of  this  interesting  group  of 
medals  but  there  are  still  a  few  loose  ends  to  be  tied  up.  What  was  Captain  Peter  Heine  doing 
in  London  ?  He  is  listed  in  Kelly’s  Directory  cf  1893  as  living  at  216,  Piccadilly,  and  in  the 
1899  edition,  at  283  Oxford  Street.  There  is,  however,  no  indication  of  his  work — if  any — 
and  we  have  not  been  able  to  trace  him  as  being  attached  to  the  German  Embassy.  He  cer¬ 
tainly  was  a  man  of  substance  and  mixed  in  the  higher  English  social  circles.  Perhaps  one 
day  the  last  few  pieces  of  the  puzzle  will  fall  into  place. — A.F.F.

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Canadian  Numismatic  Research  Soc.  After  a 
year’s  study  by  a  group  of  dedicated  Canadian  numis¬ 
matists,  it  has  been  decided  that  they  should  band 
themselves  together  to  form  a  limited  research  group. 
The  first  meeting  of  the  group  was  held  in  Vancouver, 
B.C.  on  August  17,  1963.  The  new  organization  will 
be  known  as  the  Canadian  Numismatic  Research  Society. 
Membership  will  be  by  invitation  only  and  will  be 
limited  to  those  who  have  made  a  worthwhile  contribu¬ 
tion  to  Canadian  numismatics  through  research  and 
publication  in  a  recognized  numismatic  journal  of  the 
results  of  such  research  and  who  are  now  actively 
engaged  in  Canadian  numismatic  research.  Mr.  Larry 
Gingras,  Vancouver,  B.C.  was  elected  as  the  first 
President  and  Major  Sheldon  S.  Carroll,  Ottawa,  Ont. 
as  Secretary  of  the  new  society. 

Hayes  (Middlesex)  &  Dist.  Coin  Club.  At  the 

October  meeting,  Mr.  G.  Slayter,  Secretary  of  the 
British  Numismatic  Society;  gave  a  talk  upon  18th 
century  tradesmen’s  tokens 

Commencing  with  a  brief  outline  of  the  reasons  for 
the  issue  of  tradesmen’s  tokens,  of  which  over  7,000 
varieties  have  been  listed — Mr.  Slayter  went  on  to 
describe  some  of  the  more  interesting  tokens  which 
had  a  contemporary  appeal — such  as  in  “  portraiture. 

King  George  III  who  reigned  for  60  years  (but 
suffered  half  his  lifetime  with  mental  illness)  and  his 
Queen,  formerly;  Princess  Charlotte  of  Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz,  who  bore  9  sons  and  6  daughters.  The  Prince 
of  Wales,  later  to  become  George  IV  and  the  first 
gentleman  in  Europe.  The  Duke  of  York  (the  - 
“  Grand  old  Duke  of  York  ” — of  nursery  rhyme  fame) 
was  created  Field  Marshal  in  1795  and  later  became 
Commander-in-Chief.  Earl  Howe  and  his  sea  victory 


against  the  French  ships  off  Ushant  in  1794  on  the 
“  Glorious  first  of  June.”  Two  of  the  famous  political 
revolutionists  who  figured  in  trials  for  their  alleged 
treasonable  correspondence  with  the  French: — Thomas 
Hardy  tried  28th  October,  1794,  and  acquitted  on  the 
5th  November:  John  Horne  Tooke  tried  17th  November, 
1794,  and  acquitted  on  the  22nd — on  some  of  these  tokens, 
the  names  of  the  juries  are  given. 

Next,  Mr.  Slayter  went  on  to  those  depicting  famous 
London  buildings,  such  as: — St.  Pauls;  The  Bank  of 
England;  The  Guildhall;  The  Mansion  House;  Newgate 
prison  etc. 

Among  the  many  further  tradesmen’s  tokens  of  especial 
interest  mentioned  by  the  speaker — the  following  are 
a  few: — J.  Lackington  the  bookseller  who  stocked  over 
100,000  volumes  and  issued  more  than  7  tons  of  copper 
tokens;  Daniel  Mendoza  the  famous  Hebrew  pugilist 
who  imparted  his  art  to  his  fellow  Jews;  Lord  George 
Gordon,  the  eccentric  nobleman  who  was  initially 
responsible  for  the  “Gordon  Riots”  and  its  tragic 
sequels;  David  Garrick  the  great  actor  who  was  a  life¬ 
long  friend  of  Dr.  Johnson;  Gilbert  Pidcock  who  kept 
a  menagerie  of  animals  and  birds  and  issued  many  tokens 
to  advertise  his  exhibition — probably  the  most  famous 
is  that  which  depicts  a  two-headed  cow.  Mr.  Slayter’s 
most  interesting  and  informative  talk  was  well  illustrated 
with  a  large  number  of  tradesmen’s  tokens  from  his 
own  collection. 

Mrs.  M.  E.  Bussell  of  Messrs.  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd 
was  the  guest  speaker  at  our  September  meeting  and 
the  subject  of  her  talk  was: — “  Tokens  in  Industry.” 

Commencing  with  the  halfpenny  and  farthing  tokens 
that  were  issued  in  the  17th  century — the  speaker  gave 
an  outline  of  working-class  economics  and  how  this 
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began  to  improve  in  earning  power  by  the  introduction 
of  light  machinery  into  certain  industries  and  had 
resulted  in  these  industries  being  lifted  out  of  the 
family  or  cottage  class  of  output  into  the  small  factory, 
particularly  those  producing  clothing  materials  and 
knitted  goods. 

This  created  a  class  of  low-paid  but  regular  wage 
earners  with  a  new  spending-power,  which  demanded 
“  small  value  coinage  ”  for  use  in  general  trade. 

There  was  not  sufficient  small  silver  coinage  in 
circulation  to  meet  this  extra  demand  and  it  was  due  to 
several  reasons: — the  extra  cost  involved  in  minting 
small  coins  as  against  larger  ones;  or  the  fact  that  large 
quantities  of  silver  coins  were  shipped  abroad  as  the 
bullion  price  per  ounce  was  much  higher  in  France  and 
elsewhere  than  in  this  country — although  this  traffic 
was  illegal  and  subject  to  severe  penalties  by  the  English 
Government — the  drain  of  silver  continued — thus 
lessening  the  amount  of  coinage  in  circulation  and  pre¬ 
venting  its  replacement  as  our  Government  were  unable 
to  purchase  fresh  supplies  of  silver  bullion  at  a  price 
comparable  enough  to  mint  coins  economically:  apart 
from  this  however,  it  seemed  that  the  Government  and 
preceding  ones  had  shown  indifference  about  the  issue 
of  sufficient  small  silver  coinage  for  circulation  among 
those  in  less  affluent  circumstances — indeed  it  is  said 
that  there  were  those,  who  did  not  think  that  the  poor 
should  have  any  money  to  spend — and  that  they  should 
be  grateful  for  being  kept  by  their  betters  with  food  and 
clothing  of  a  sort  and  housed  in  mean  hovels — as  a 
suitable  return  for  their  labour. 

However  with  the  introduction  of  light  machinery 
into  industry  and  the  creation  therefrom  of  workers  with 
a  small  but  definite  spending-power,  small  currency 
became  a  trading  necessity  and  tradesmen  provided 
this  by  issuing  their  own  private  coins  or  tokens  in 
denominations  of  halfpennies  and  farthings  and  mostly 
made  of  brass  or  copper — these  having  purely  a  local 
circulation  and  were  redeemable  by  their  issuers. 
Within  a  short  time  there  was  not  a  district  or  town 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  country  of  any  consequence 
that  did  not  issue  its  tokens,  between  1649  and  1672. 
Eventually,  their  manufacture  and  circulation  was 
suppressed  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  during  the  reign  of 
Charles  II  and  shortly  afterwards  the  first  official  copper 
halfpennies  and  farthings  were  issued  for  general 
circulation. 

To  some  extent  the  issuing  of  coppers  through  the 
subsequent  reigns  until  1775,  appears  to  have  been 
sufficient — but  thereafter  the  demand  for  small  change 
outstripped  the  official  production  of  copper  coins — this 
resulted  in  the  country  being  flooded  with  bogus  under¬ 
weight  coins,  to  the  extent  that  over  half  of  the  coppers 
in  circulation  were  counterfeit.  But,  as  a  whole,  and 


even  with  genuine  and  false  coins  circulating  together, 
the  amount  was  insufficient  to  meet  the  need — so  once 
again,  tradesmen  commenced  to  issue  their  own  money 
tokens. 

These  tokens  were  far  superior  to  those  manufactured 
during  the  17th  century  and  many  were  of  good  design 
and  fair  weight  and  were  honestly  issued;  but  again  the 
counterfeiters  started  to  issue  bogus  coins,  but  tokens 
this  time  instead  of  the  regal  coppers  and  soon  a  vast 
amount  of  spurious  tokens  appeared  up  and  down  the 
country.  In  all,  the  bulk  of  these  tokens  were  issued 
between  1787  and  1797. 

Mrs.  Bussell  then  dealt  with,  to  some  length,  the 
engineering  genius  of  Matthew  Boulton  who  designed 
and  installed  steam  driven  coining  presses  in  his  Soho 
factory,  Birmingham:  and  produced  the  “  cartwheel 
twopence  and  penny.”  Finally,  Mrs.  Bussell  gave  an 
outline  of  the  19th  century  token  issues  in  which  the 
design  became  more  realistic,  showing  many  types  of 
machinery,  that  were  then,  in  use.
